Israeli newsmen who had been to 
Cairo exchanged warm greetings 
with the editors in the Egyptian en- 
tourage. 

The Egyptian flag was run up out- 
side the hotel alongaide the Israeli 
and American flags and was 
likewise displayed among banks of 
flags in the lobby. 

Hotel officials said no tourista had 
been turned out but that several hun- 
dred who had reservations had been 
placed in other hotels.

A dramatic day of last-minute 
hitches and hesitations yester- 


day eventnally resulted in the 
Jerusalem ‘'political com- 
mittee” talks being set to open 
after all — but a day later than 
scheduled. The foreign ministers 
of Israel, Egypt and the U.S., 
with the UN’s Gen. Ensio 
Siflasvuo observing, will con- 
vene tomorrow morning at 11 
o’clock, instead of today, to 
launch the conference. 

The day's delay was caused by 
U.S. Secretary of State Vance put- 
ting off his departure from 
Washington for several hours. He 
made it clear to both protagonists 
that he would not come to participate 
in a quarrel over the agenda, and his 
delay in itself was apparently 2 
successful means of pressure on the 
two sides. 

While the frantic wrangling con- 
cerned, on the face of it, politically 
loaded terms in the agenda, the 
Egyptians’ hesitancy was apparent- 
ly more deeply rooted and lay in 
their discontent with Israel's overall 
positions, and their particular anger 
over some of Premier Begin’s recent 
oratory and the government's settle- 
ment decisions. 

Egyptian spokesman Dr. Morsi 
Saad Eddin called a press con- 
ference last night to stress pointedly 
that there had been ‘some’ fear, 
some doubt, as to whether our 
delegation would come."

Other well-placed Egyptian 
sources explained that once again 
President Sadat had ruled in favour 
of cutting through — or in effect con- 
ceeding on — procedural hold-ups in 
order to grapple with the substantive 
issues, 

But Egyptian sources warned that 
Sadat wanted to decide before the 
end of this week whether the 
Jerusalem committee had any hope 
of reaching an agreement. If he felt 
it did not, ἐπ implication was, he 
would wind it‘up rather than let it 
drag on In desultory arguments.

Begin: I'd quit rather than 


give up Rafiah

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said last night he would rather 
resign than give up the Rafiah area 
settlements. Briefing the members 
of the U.S. House International 
Relations Committee, Begin said 
any Israel prime minister who gave 
up these settlements would be 
thrown out, “but I would resign 
before that.” 

Begin also maintained that Presi- 
dent Sadat's original agreement to 
in-depth demilitarized zones in Sinai 
had been more generous than 
Egypt's proposal presented at last 
week's military taiks in Cairo. 

Recalling the warm and friendly 
reception Israel had accorded Presi- 
dent Sadat during his visit in 
Jerusalem two months ago, Begin 
mentioned the article Sy Mustafa, 
Amin which appeared in "Akhbar el- 
Yom" on the Friday following the 
Ismailiya talks. The article said that 
Begin “can consider himself lucky

that he was allowed to leave the sum- 
mit meeting without being beaten up 
by the Egyptians.'' This is 
something that could have never 
been written in Israel about Presi- 
dent Sadat, Begin said, ‘‘although we 
have a totally free press."

Tug-of-war between

The crisis atmosphere which 
developed so dramatically over the 
weekend, around the delay in the 
opening of the political committee 
talks between Israel and Egypt in 
Jerusalem, was the result of Egypt 
seeking to make the agenda for the 
talks as specific as possible, it 
seems. 

‘This tug-of-war, between specifics 
and generalities, mainly concerned 
Judea, Samaria and the Gaza Strip, 
and the guidelines relating to the 
Palestinian Arab controversy. 

Before the weekend, Foreign 
Ministry officials admitted that 
Israel and Egypt had not yet agreed 
on the wording of the political com- 
mittee agenda, but they did not 
suggest that the Jerusalem talks 
would be postponed. They assumed 

privately, it appears, that Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Mohammed 
Tbrahim Kamel might come to 
Jerusalem as scheduled and sort out 
the agenda in a tete-a-tete session on 
the spot with Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan. 

The crisis erupted when U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance after 
midnight on Saturday notified Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin that he 
would not attend the talks because 
the agenda had not been finalized 
between Egypt and Israel. This 
jolted Jerusalem, which was loth to 
have friction with Washington over 
words and formulae. 

Egypt wanted the agenda to be as 


specific 


specific as possible to delineate the 
parameters of the political com- 
mittee more narrowly and more 
clearly. In this way, they hoped, the 
course of the negotiations could be 
guided more strictly, and inter- 
pretations of what was legitimate 
business obtained, by referring back 
to elements in the agenda. 

Israel wanted to have ὃ. more 
.general agenda, thus leaving the 
bargaining to the freer atmosphere 
of the talks, around the table and 
behind closed doors. 


However, at no time was it said 
that Egypt had decided to postpone 
the opening of the talks, although 
this possibility was certainly enter-' 
tained. 


According to one report, Egypt 
wanted the agenda to refer to 
“Palestinian guidelines relating to 
the West Bank and Gaza" and to 
‘*geif-determination for the 
Palestine people." 

Israe] refused to accept ‘‘self- 
determination” in the wording of the 
agenda, It also argued that the Hgyp- 
tian draft took for granted the ex- 
istence of a West Bank and Gaza 
political entity. It demanded reference to 
Judea and Samaria — not to the West

Begin tells visiting congressmen: 
Sadat is more wary of 
PLO than Israel is 


Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said yesterday that Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat feels more strong- 
ly than he does about the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

““When I said to President Sadat at 
Ismailiya that some of the PLO peo- 
ple are Soviet agents, he corrected 
me," Begin told visiting U.S. con- 
gressmen. ‘‘All of them, he said." 

He also told members of the House 
International Relations Committee 
that Israel opposes establishment of 
8 Palestinian state because it could 
become a Soviet puppet. 

“From Odessa to Bethlehem there 
is now a flight time of two hours in a 
supersonic jet." he said. 

The 15-member delegation arrived 
in Israel yesterday to complete a 
Middle East tour. The head of the 
delegation, Representative Clement 
Zablocki (Democrat,. Wisconsin) 
said the group seftsed ‘‘a feeling of 
apprchension in the region." 

Zabloeki, chairman of the com- 
mittee. read a prepared statement 
after arrival] at Ben-Gurion Airport 
for a three-day visit. The delegation 
has visited Tunisia, Syria, Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan and Tran. 


“Now is the time for me: 


. negotiations,” Zablocki said. “If the 


initiative of President Anwar Sadat 
fails, it may be another 30 years or 
more before another opportunity 
presents itself.” 


The congressman said Israel must 
respond to Sadat’s initiative to keep 
the peace momentum going. But he 
added that the leaders with whom 
the group had met, including Sadat, 
“believe that Israel's responge to 
Sadat's initiative has been inade- 
quate and disappointing. As a result 
there is a feeling of apprehension in 
the region,’' Zabiocki said. 


Zablocki said the purpose of the 
visit is to study the bilateral 
relations between the U.S. and the 
countries of the Middle East, with 
special emphasis on economic and 
military aid agreements and on 
weapons sales. 

In addition to yesterday's briefing 
with Begin, the delegation wilt meet 
here with Defence Minister Eger 
Weizman. opposition chief Shimon 
Peres and other leaders and will tour 
the northern part of the Country.

Israelis reacted angrily yesterday to the 
sudden crisis in the peace talks, but their anger 
was divided between Menahem Begin and 
Anwar Sadat. 

Interviews with a random selection of 
Jerusalem residents found optimism jn short 
supply. 

ἐδ haven't slept well for a few nights.” said 
Rahel Klein, a housewife. ‘“The road to peace, if 
that's what we're on, is frightening."" Mrs. Klein, 
who voted for the Democratic Movement for 
Change in the last election, blamed the crisis 
squarely on the Begin government. “I’m sure 
they're doing what they think best for the coun- 
try. but they're leading us to disaster.” 


Yissachar Ives, who voted Likud, also blamed 
the gavernment. “Begin keeps changing his 
mind," said Ives, a maintenance manager. 
“First he tells Sadat to take all of Sinai and then 
he sends in the bulldozers to Rafiah."” 

Dvora Dove, whe despite her name, is a sym- 
pathizer with the Land of Israel Movement, saw 
& political power play by Sadat. ‘‘He’s trying to 
seare us and to get other countries to put 
pressure on 1.8." she said. 


‘Tunisian-born Emile Azarya, an engineer, felt 
Sadat is sincere. ‘‘What is all this foolishness 
about Rafiah?" asked Azarya. a political 
maoderate. ‘‘What will it do to have 8 few 
families here, a few soldiers there? We're not 
after an empire stretching to Moscow in 800 
years. We're three million people and we want to 
lve in peace like a family.” 

Eli Nissim, a Baghdad-born engineer, felt 
otherwise. ‘Sadat is just trying to pressure us. 
We need a buffer between Gaza and the Sinai.” 
His wife, Yaffa, was more vociferous. ‘For all 
his (Sadat's) fine words about peace, he's blow-

Mediterranean conference 
fails to agree on pollution 


MONTE CARLO (AP). — A UN- 
Sponsored ‘conference on the 
Mediterranean ended here on Satur- 
day with 27 nations failing to agree 
on a treaty to combat the sea's 85 per 
cent pollution rate believed to come 
from coestal and inland sources. 

“It's a big money problem," ac- 
cording to conference chairman 
Cesar Solamito of Monaco. 
Estimates for cleaning up the pollu- 
Hon run to $5b. over a period of 10 to 
20 years and would mean con- 
siderable operational changes in in- 
dustry fn the coastal states. 

A spokesman for the UN Environ- 
ment Programme (UNEP) said two 
meetings of experts would be held 
this year to study further the propos- 
ed treaty, and said it was likely one 
could be agreed on by mid-1979, 

During the week-long conference, 
however. Yugoslavia was the sixth 
country to ratify the basic 
Mediterranean anti-pollution agree- 
ment reached in Barcelona in 1976.

Argentine legacy 
to Givatayim man 


A Givatayim man and his sister 
were recently declared legal heirs to 
a large estate left by their sister in 
Argentina. The appeal of Argentine 
authorities, who had previously been 
awarded control of the estate, was 
denied by a district court in Buenos 
Aires. 

The court's decision marks the end 
of a long legal battle which began 
with the death in 1968 of Bertha 
Titkin, a Russian citizen living alone 
in Argentina. 

When the death of Miss Titkin 
became known to her brother 
Aharon, who lives in Givatayim, and 
to his sister Esther, in Germany, the 
two began legal proceedings, each in 
his own country, for recognition of 
their right to their sister's property. 

As no binding decision could be 
reached by courts in Israel, the case 
was taken to an Argentine court 
which awarded the property to the 
state in 1974. It said Titkin and his 
sister had falled to produce proof of 
their relationship to the deceased, 
whom they had not seen since they 
were separated during the 
Holocaust. 

Aharon Titkin and Esther then 
hired an Argentine Jewish attorney, 
who travelled to the USSR and 
Eastern Europe collecting proof of 
hia clients’ relationship to Bertha 
Titkin. His efforts proved successful, 
and the evidence he brought back 
‘was accepted by the court. (Itim)

A TIME TO PLANT 


GARDENER’S COBNER/Walter Frankl 


ONE WEEK from today thousands 
‘of Israeli schoolchildren will troop 
out with their teachers to trees 
in celebration of Tu Bi'Shvat. This 
“New Year” holiday for trees is 
celebrated with pride and joy and 
presents us.over the years with 
beautiful evergreen woods 
throughout the country. 

Tu Bi’Shvat is the best time to 
plant, marking the beginning of a 
general planting, season for roses, 
grapes, fruit trees, shrubs, ornamen- 
tal trees and perennial climbers. 

Prepare planting holes, varying in 
‘depth and width according to plant 
size (from 80cm. to 60cm. and 
more). All the plants I have men- 
tioned are now available at nurseries 
in seemingly unlimited numbers and 
kinds: ‘more than 100 species of 
roses, different kinds of grapes, 
ots, peaches, 
plums, nuts ota and οἱ . In addition, 
subtropical fruit trees and all kinds 
of ornamental trees and shrubs com- 
-psonly grown in Israel. ‘There is no 
room here to mention the names of 
“all the available plants. You had best 
pay a visit to a nursery to make-your 
own choice. The nurseryman can 


also provide you with organic plant. 


food (one half bucket for each plant) 
essential to all trees and shrubs, in- 
cluding grapes and roses. 


ASIDE from new planting, now is the 
season when your garden may need 
-some ‘first-aid.’ After a spell of bad 
weather, walk through your garden 
with the following tools: pruning 


. Shears'(mazmera in Hebrew), a han- 


dy little saw, a few sticks for staking, 
raffia or string, a rubber basket for 


-eollected debris and a package of 


"20-20-20" (approved general fer- 
tilizer, available in most seed 
shops). There is no remarkable 
difference between the damage done 
-by heavy rains and storms in the 
coastal area and that caused by 
prolonged downpo 


“first-aid” ig similar in alt regions: 
Cut all frozen (black) branches and 
leaves from ornemental perennials, 
remove those damaged bv hail and 


give each plant a little dressing of 


‘the fertilizer. 


‘there are many kinds of citrus trees, - 


Fix all fallen climbers after 
removing damaged parts. Stake 
your rosebushes and other shrubs 
bent by wind and make certain that 
each is in a secure position, ready for 
the next round of bad weather. 
Remove all broken branches from 
trees and shrubs (use shears and the 
saw), collect dirt, fallen leaves and 
conifer needles and cones, repair 
weather-damaged garden terraces 
and clean drain pipes and gutters 
“(removing leaf mould) so surplus 
water from the next rain will find an 
easy out and not endanger your 
plants. 

If your garden paths are too soft 
after a heavy rain (this happens 
mostly in hilly regions with red or 
heavy clay soll), try to get some 
naturally flat stones and place them 
on the paths, or even in the centre of 
your flowerbeds. Thus you will be 
able to do different jobs and walk 
freely len, even 


severely your boots. A sub- ° 
stitute for flat stones is gravel, 


Pruning is an art which has to be 
studied for a long time. In cut- 
ting away dead and superfluous 
wood, one improves air circulation 
and gives the plant, a desired shape 
and size. Pruning's most important 
purpose is to keep the plant (tree, 
shrub or climber) in a healthy, at- 
tractive condition. Pruning main- 
tains stability and improves the 
quality of flowers, fruit, foliage and 
stem. Sometimes it also restricts un- 
wanted 

Pruning should open up the trees 
enough for to reach and 
colour fruit. Thick forests of 


branches and leaves cannot produce . 


good fruit. The more flowers and 
fruit a plant produces, the smaller 
they become, as can be seen on any 
unpruned rosebush or fruft tree. 

Pruning reduces the quantity of 
wood and diverts the energy and the 
stream of nutrition into the produc- 
tion of flowers and fruits — larger 
but fewer ones. 

Young fruit treea should be pruned 
now, but the pruning of older trees is 
done in late winter, when they are 
still dormant. Pruning has hygienic 
advantages, dead wood ‘is the

Hustler for the Lord

LOS ANGELES. — America's latest 
reborn Christian, pornographer 
supreme lynt, moved the 
heart of his multi-million dollar 
publishing empire to the City of the 
Angels this month with the warning 
that he is promoting ‘‘a healthy new 
spiritual attitude” towards sex.

Flynt, 41, found God two months 
ago through a “miraculous conver- 
sion” by faith healer Ruth Carter 
Stapleton, sister of the President of 
the United States. Americans 
familiar with his ‘'Hustler'' 
magazine — a cornucopia of 
acatology, bestiality, child molesta- 
tion cartoons and vaginal close-ups 
—_ greeted the news with ribaldry. 

But. Flynt assured me, “I anr a 
totally new person — and “Husitler' is 


‘going to be an entirely new 


magazine," Mrs. Stapleton, 47-year- 
old head of Behold, Inc., a “religious 
corporation,” adds: “I really believe 
this. ‘Hustler’ has been very shock- 
ing, but at least Larry's been consis- 
tent in his honesty.” 

Certainly this bizarre friendship 
between the healer and the 
“Hustler" appears to be genuine. 
For months now, Flynt has been 
squiring the blonde, slender Mrs. 
Stapleton about the country eet 
flamingo-pink executive jet 

“Tl owe every mother in America 
an apology,"’ says Flynt, ‘for 
treating women like pieces of meat."”

Trees and shrubs left to develop 
naturally grow bigger and bigger, 
and should be p be pruned early to avoid 
unsightly crowding. Branches that 
rub against each other should be 
pruned back. Those crossing in the 
centre of the plant should be 
eliminated. Weak interlacing 
branches can be cut out, and vertical 
branches too high should be 
cut back to keep the tree low. . 

Grapes. Little pruning is given to 
grapes growing on trellises and 
pergolas, columns or entrance 
arches. For good fruit, however, the 
canes should be shortened back each 
year (best done in mid-February), 
leaving only one or two buds for the 
new season's growth. - 

Rose . The time for rose 


pruning has long been disputed. I 


recommend no sooner than the end 
of January in the plain and during 
the first half of February in 
Jerusalem and other hilly regions. 
Never prune too soon, as the bush 
throws its reserves of sap into the 
remaining buds, growth com-, 
menees, and a late frost (a February 
snowfall in our hills is not uncom- 
mon) may kill tender shoots.

AS could be expected, Boris Ber- 
man's “Music Spectrum" was again 
8 most gratifying experience. Ber- 
man is not only a great interpreter, 
as this concert re-confirmed, ke is a 
master of programming. He ac- 
complished the near impossible: 
with only five composers he succeed- 
ed in giving a comprehensive picture 
of German romanticism. from the 
early (instrumental) Weber an 
Schubert, both still deeply steeped in 
clessical form, te Alban Berg. un- 
mistakingly heralding the most der- 
ing innovations of the 20th century. 
With few exceptions, the pertor- 
miances were truly rewarding. The 
instrumental combinations — Berg 8 
Adagio and Schubert's Adegio and 
Rondo concertante — revealed 
perfect teamwork. Both pieces were 
played by ad foc ensembles. Yet 
they were rich and higkiy com- 
municative with 2 rare musical 
awareness evident In the players" 
every phrase. Another delight was 
the performance of Berg's “Four 
Fieces” for clarinet and piano. 
played by Lesser and Berman. 
There was one rather serious 
Gebacie: the horn part in 
Schumann's Adagio and Allegro. 
Nor were the voca} numbers 
enlightening. Miss Mandel’s modest 
voice could perhaps be used advan- 
tageously in certain pieces or sty: les. 
but did not cepe effectively with the 
expressiveness of Berg. Welf was 
slightly better, but w! hen a real vocal 
or emotional climax was needed, the 
results were disappointing. The 
songs seemed to lack their peaks. 
Berman at the keyboard not orly 
overshadowed the vocal line. but he 
offered such a magnificent contribu- 
tion that one almost forgot the in- 
adequacy of the voca! part. But this 
of course did not serve the purpose of 
the music, which is based on com- 
plete parity between the two parts. 
Berman's soli (Schumann's 
“Waldszenen"’) revealed an extraor- 
dinary power of musical representa- 
tion. Berman participated in all the 
13 pieces and songs, achieving 
remarkable results in each. He wag 
the hero of the evening.

Tr SEEMS unfair to artists to let 
them perform in a most unsuitabie, 
ice-cold hall (which looks more like 
an empty storeroom), before a very 
small-sized audience (publicity had 
hardly been in evidence) and with 
bad acoustics. Because of these con- 
ditions, one appreciated that the 
ensemble performed with spirit and 
dedication and did not show disap- 
pointment or resentment. 


The programme presented some 
lesser known works: Mendelssohn's 
Violin Concerto written at an early 
age and a Cello Concerto by Tartini. 
Yair Kless performed all the runs 
aad turns In the Mendelssohn 
Concerto with smooth digital veloci- 
ty and umerring clarity, though the 
youthful composition hardly aroused 
any enthusiasm or admiration. 


Zvi Harel attended to the music of 
Tartini with the surety of an ac- 
complished artist, and his noble tone 
and the beautifully molded phrases 
pleased the ear no end. 

The ensemble — 12 string players 
— produced rich and melliflucus 
sonorities and reacted to Dahlia 
Atlas’ decisive if somewhat large in- 
dications (tog many parallel 
movements with her arms!) with 
precision and ajertness. Copland’s 
piece from "Rodeo" needs more 
accentuation. Even the οἱ 
Simple Symphony by Britten would 
be further enhanced through 
application of more dynamic con- 
trasts and crisper tempi. Ν 

The stubborness of Dahlia Atlas in 
maintaining her own chamber 
emsemble without much public sup- 
port demands respect, and the ef- 
forts of this group deserve better 
treatment than it had from the 
Cultural Department of the 
Jerusalem Municipality in its non- 
arrangements for this concert.

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Beyond the agenda 


TO EVERYBODY'S relief — this side of the rejection front — 
the last little crisis in the peace talks between Egypt and Israel 
has come and gone. 

The political committee of the Cairo Conference will start dis- 
cussions in Jerusalem tomorrow, only one day after the schedul- 
ed opening. And U.S. Secretary of State Vance will be present, 
contrary to reports that he decided against attending. 

What made Mr. Vance change his mind was the happy, last- 
minute resolution of the sharp disagreement over the agenda, 
reportedly engineered by himself. 

The substantive issues on the agenda are, of course, No nearer 
agreement than before. Both aides are still persuaded that they 
have made tremendous concessions to one another, without due 
recompense. 

There is some basis to this feeling of disappointment — which 
is doubtless mutual, despite the fact that President Sadat has 
articulated it rather more volubly than Premier Begin. It is 
true. of course, that Mr. Sadat has offered Israel assurances, 
stubbornly withheld for 30 years, of legitimacy and security 
{although on behalf of no Arab country but Egypt, so far.) 

But Premier Begin, for his part, has breathtakingly given up 
any Israeli claim to any part of Sinai, and has suggested a 
suspension of Israel's claim of sovereigaty in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza. 

All the same, it would have been unrealistic for either leader 
to assume that his opening gambit, bold as it may have been, 
could be his last move; and that the burden of progress now 
rests on the other party. This way lies deadlock, and misery. 

Means must be devised of avoiding this danger. ‘The first ob- 
vious need is for a de-escalatian of verbal violence: and perhaps 
the decision not to republish Mr. Sadat’s interview last Friday 
in “October” magazine anywhere else in the Egyptian press, is 
a step in this direction. 

Secondly, a measure of immunity from public view ought to 
be aasured to the negotiators. An open covenant need not — in- 
deed it cannot — be openly arrived at. Fundamental attitudes 
must be publicized, but detailed discussions should be kept un- 
der veil. When every session of each committee is exposed to 
view, the smallest snag is apt to be blown up into a mountainous 
difference, and eventually turn into one. 

This may be somewhat hard to secure in an open society such 
as Israel's, in particular. Yet a just balance should be struck 
between the imperative of popular accountability, and the 
prerequisites of the diplomatic process. 

Finally, there might be a case for moving away, at this early 
stage, from the pretentious effort to draft an agreed declaration 
of principles. Such a declaration would, admittedly, serve some 
useful purposes. It would help induce other Arab countries, 
notably Jordan, to join the talks — or, if it did not, it might free 
Egypt to seek an arrangement with Israel on its own. ν᾿ 

That is the theory. But practice has already shown that such 
an ambitious project faces extremely heavy odds. Worst of all, 
it is calculated to get bogged down in words, instead of focusing 
on things. 

A preferable approach would be to break down any over- 
arching conception into its component parts, on which there 
should be a better prospect of concord. From small, concrete, 
practical agreements a grand design could eventually emerge. 

This calls for patience. But then, without a large measure of 
patience, on all sides, the quest for peace is doomed from the 
be Ε. Haste can only be made slowly. Rushing the un- 
rushable will lead nowhere. : 


Ehrlich’s burden 


MINDFUL PERHAPS of the fierce, week-long drubbing its first 
draft budget had received, not least by the Governor of the cen- 
tral bank, the cabinet yesterday decided to reduce it by IL3b., 
from 1L182b. to IL179b. 

Precisely how this is to be effected remained rather moot. 
Some confusion on the matter was indicated by variations in the 
language of two successive government communiques announ- 
cing the news. = 

The first suggested an across-the-board cut, to be worked out 
by the Ministerial Economic Committee. The second, evidently 
more authoritative, hinted that the reduction would be selec- 


tive, and that it would be decided upon by the Finance Minister ; 


in consultation with the ministerial committee. That way, ob- 
viously, Mr. Ehrlich would have greater discretion, and 
freedom from departmental pressures. 

Just how much power Mr. Ehrlich will be allowed to wield in 
deciding on appropriations will, however, depend on the 
political backing of the Prime Minister. It may have been with 
the purpose of demonstrating such support that Mr. Begin per- 
sonally put the whole matter before the cabinet at yesterday's 
meeting. 

Even so, a number of questions were left unanswered. If the 

. final budget figure is indeed to be IL179b., then the actual cut 
must be some IL6b. This-is because a tally of projected govern- 
ment expenditures for the coming fiscal year yields no less than 
IL185b. This would result in a considerable lessening of the 
Treasury's dependence on the printing presses. 

On the other hand, it could lead to unemployment — a result 
hardly to be welcomed, especially in Israel's condition. In 
previous years it was the fear of seeing labourers thrown out of 
work that prevented governments from balancing their budgets 
— and from dampening the fires of inflation. 

A possible way out of the dilemma is to boost empioyment op- 
portunities in the non-governmental sector — even through 
moderately increased imports of inveStment goods. This, it is 
true, goes against the country's economic grain. The primary 
importance of narrowing the trade gap has long become an arti- 
ele of national faith. 

The time may have come for ἃ re-examination, with a view to 
placing the issue in perspective. At the very least, it may be 
pointed out, an import rise — however inadvisable it could be in 
other respects — does not tend to raise domestic prices as does 
the injection of money by the Bank of Israel.

THERE 15 no doubt that President 
Sadat says much of what he says 
with one eye on Israel public opinion.

IN AN ARTICLE entitled ‘Actor 
with a Will of Iron,"’ which appeared 
in the January 2 issue of ‘“Time"’ 
magazine, correspondent Robert 
Ajemian described a morning with 
President Sadat. ‘'After breakfast, 
Sadat went through two hours of in- 
terviews and meetings, including 
one with an emotional group of 150 
Palestinian Arabs who had travelled 
from Gaza. He made a ringing 
speech, saying that Egypt would 
never abandon them, and the 
grateful Arabs swarmed around to 
embrace and kiss him.” 

Gaza? 

The Gaza Strip is a stark, living 
memorial to Egyptian aggression, 
callousness and inhumanity, which 
even Arabs were prompted to com- 
pare with Hitlerism. For 19 long 
years, di 15 of which Anwar 
Sadat was a leading member of the 
Beyption government, the Strip was 
ruled with an iron fist from Cairo. 
‘There is no record of Sadat ever hav- 
ing raised his voice in protest 
against the Egyptian barbarities, let 
alone in favour of self-rule. 

The Strip was run directly by the 
Egyptian army. Under a 
“constitution” drawn up 
Egyptians, all legis! 
were invested in the Egyptian 

commander, who control- 

led the civil administration. All 

litical parties except one endorsed 

ἐν the Egyptians were banned. The 

military governor also acted as the 

judiciary. from which there was no 
appeal. 

There were, of course, no elec- 
tions. A puppet legislature, hand- 
Picked by the Egyptians, 
automatically ratified all legislation 
that the governor brought before it. 
In 1965, even the facade of local 
autonomy collapsed when the Egyp- 
tian army dismissed the legislative 
assembly. . 

The secret police probed 
everywhere. .No one was immune 
from sudden arrest, unlimited im- 
prisonment without trial or, at best, 
ἃ secret trial: The jails were always 
full and torture was commonplace. 
There was official censorship of the 
press, and mail, and telephone lines 
were regularly tapped. 

For nearly 20 years, the in- 
habitants of the Strip were 
prohibited from leaving their homes 
from 9.00 p:m. until dawn on threat 
of death. This inhuman curfew was 
enforced by roadblocks. 

.Men between 18 and 40 were 
prohibited from travelling to Egypt: 
such travel was permitted, for very. 
short periods, only to thoze fortunate 
enough to secure permits. If they 
failed to return from Egypt at the ex- 
piry of the permit, the military 
authorities took steps against their 
families. a 


THE EGYPTIANS sequestered lhnd 
and property at will. Refugees were 
prohibited by law from purchasing 
or owning lend. Thousands of young 
residents of the refugee camps were 
forcibly conscripted into the Egyp- 
tian army. Many were sent to fight 
Nasser’s war in the Yemen; others 
were sent into Israel to murder, 
commit acts of sabotage, disrupt 
communications. 

uarters of the able-bodied 
were unemployed. Medical and 
social services were almost non- 
existent. The Egyptians did not lift a 
finger to help farmers, create hous- 
ing. or develop industry. The majori- 
ty ofthe Arabs of the Strip outside 
the town of Gaze were left to decay, 
without sewage, piped water, elec- 
tricity or roads. 

Indoctrination of the inhabitants of 
Gaza to hatred of Israel started at 
the very tenderest years. I myself 
saw pictures which kindergarten 
aged children had drawn, with the 
encouragement of their teachers, 
depicting themselves in the act of 
Killing Israeli children. The text- 
books dripped venom. Jews were 
earicatured in the worst Nazi 
fashion. One text for the third 
“Arabic Islamic 
History’ reads:
